We begin our study of this 


quarter's lesson with two worthy 
characters who represent. the 
humble pious people that were 
spiritual bone and sinew of 
Judaism. 


V. 5. There was in the days of 


Herod, king of Judea, a certain 
priest named Zacharias, of the 
course of Abiah; and he had a 
wife of the daughters of Aaron; 
and her name was Elizabeth." 


These two were well born; they 
considered home a sacred in- 
stitution; they lived harmon- 
iously together and wanted thai 
their home should be a blessing 
to others. 


V. 6. "And they were; both 


righteous before God, walking in 
all the commandments and or- 
dinances of the Lord blameless. 
They had both the inner spirit 
and the outer form of godliness 


Vs. 7. 8. -Now Elizabeth's time 


was fulfilled that she should be 
delivered; 
and 
she 
brought 


forth a son. And her neighbor 
and her kindsfolk heard that 
the Lord had magnified 
hi 


mercy towards her; and they re- 
joiced with her." A new life 
brought a new hope for the fu- 
ture. God places a special pre- 
mium 011 childhood. Christ was 
a child and he especially favor- 
ed children. 


Vs. 59, 60. "And it came to pass 


on the eighth day they came to 
circumcise the child; and they 
would have called him Zachar- 
ias, after the name of his father 
And his mother said, not so; bu 
he shall be called John." Names 
were significant with the He- 
brews; there are good evidence: 
that God had revealed to Zacha 
rias among other things that thi 
child should be called John 
which means a gift of God, and 
he had written out the. name 
that his wife might know it 
when he was asked what the 
child's name should be on tha 
date, he wrote it on a tablet. 


V. 64. "And his. mouth was 


opened immediately and 
his 


tongue loosed and he spake 
blessing God." Because Zacha- 
rius did not believe the an- 
nouncement of the birth of a son 
by an angel when he performed 


his prietly; duties, he .was .dumb 
until the birth of, the child. 


Vs. 65, 66. -And..fear came on 


all they that dwelt round about 
them; and all these sayings 
were noised abrpad throughout 
all vthe hiil,,couritry of Judea. 
And.,,all,.that .heard, .them, laid 
them up. their heart, saying 


iaX then..shall this child be?" 


Such,.divine favor as" seen ac- 
companying the birth of this 
child was destined to play some 
important part, in life. It is com- 
mendable , that parents have 
high ambitions for their chil- 
dren. 


V. 76. -Yea and thou shalt be 


called the prophet of the Most 
High; for thou shalt go before 
the face of the Lord to make 
ready his ways." Zacharias ut- 
tered these words as a prophet; 
they are called the Benedictus. 
The child was later known as 
John the Baptist, the forerunner 
of Christ. 


V. 77. "To give knowledge of 


salvation unto his people in the 
remission of thei rsins." John 
the Baptist preached remission 
of sins with such effect that 
great multitudes followed him. 


Vs. 78, 79. -Because of the ten- 


der mercy of our God, whereby 
the day spring from on high 
shall visit us, to shine upon them 
that sit in darkness and the 
shadow of.death; to guide our 
feet into the way of peace." Men 
had lost sight of true salvation 
and yet God was merciful and 
would 
give 
them 
another 


chance; the dayspring is Christ 
who gave light and offered grace 
and strength to all who would 
receive him. 


V. 80. "And the child grew and 


waxed strong in spirit and was 
in the desert till the day of his 
showing unto Israel." 
John's 


boyhood days were like those of 
Christ, only he dwelt in the de- 
sert, a wilderness which stretch- 
ed by the Dead Sea. This child 
was not only educated but de- 
veloped a religious life as indi- 
cated in the phrase -waxed a 
strong spirit." Emphasis must 
always be placed on Christian 
education.

Cleveland. O., Oct. 2— <>PI — 


A parade of Communists, esti- 
mated by police to number 600. 
was broken up here tonight 
when it attempted 
to break 


away from a police escort and 
head 
for Public Hall, where 


President Hoover was addressing 
the annual convention of the 
American Bankers' Association. 


Mounted and motor cycle po- 


licemen threw tear gas bombs 
into the ranks of the demon- 
strators and other officers used 
their clubs before the demon- 
stration was broken up. 


James Kehoe. a fireman on 


traffic duty, was slugged and 
taken to a hospital, possibly in 
serious condition. Several other 
persons were reported victims of 
clubs or fists but no one was be- 
lieved badly hurt. One youth 
was arrested. 


The disturbance began after 


the parade had been led past the 
corner of East Sixth street and 
St. Clair avenue, where the au- 
ditorium is situated. When the 
police escort had marshaled tin 
demonstrators east on St. Clair 
nearly to Twelfth street, the 
marchers moved as if to bolt 
and return to the hall, police 
said. 


Mounted officers blocked their 


path and as the demonstrators 
pressed against their line, they 
wielded clubs and tossed tear 
gas bombs. Other officers rode 
motor cycles and horses into the 
marchers' ranks. 


The paraders quickly scattered, 


breaking windows as they went.
